*SIR GALLAHAD III was an excellent race horse. He won eight stake races in France, including the 
French 2000 Guineas and Prix Boiard, beating Le Capucin, winner of the French Derby. He also defeated 
Epinard in a match race in France and won the Lincolnshire Handicap in England from 26 others. *SIR 
GALLAHAD III is leading winning sire in a single season for all time. Sired seven 2-year-old winners his 
first crop, 1929, and had 14 winners in 1930, including six 2-year-olds. Sire of the world’s leading 
money winner, Gallant Fox, also Flying Gal, Betty Derr, Insco, Escutcheon, Pansy Walker, Ormes- 
by, Galaday, Easter, etc. Also sire of two stakes winners in England, The Scout and Sir Andrew, and is 
represented by six winners in France.

Winner of the Flash, Junior Champion, Wood Memorial, Preakness, Kentucky Derby, Belmont, Dwyer, 
Classic, Saratoga Cup, Lawrence Realization and Jockey Club Gold Cup. 


BROWN BUD $1,000, Return 
(Brown, 1924, by *Brown Prince Il—June Rose, by Myram) 


BROWN BUD won ten races from 3-4 mi. to 11-4 mi., including the Miller, Travers Mid-Summer 
Derby and Maryland Handicaps. He also won Jockey Club Gold Cup, 2 miles, defeating Chance Play, but 
was disqualified. His winnings amounted to $63,800. BROWN BUD is own brother to Lane Allen (10 wins) 
and half-brother to Primrose (11 wins, including Jerome, Pimlico Autumn Handcaps). *Brown Prince 
II was a sterling racehorse in England and an excellent sire in America, among others of his get being 
Handy Mandy, Brown Flash, Helen's Babe, Old Slip, Martha Washington, Brown Wisdom, Brown Wizard, 
etc. June Rose’s sire, Myram, is a full brother to Jardy, by Flying Fox out of Airs and Graces, winner 
of the Oaks. June Rose’s dam *Pietra is among the best mares brought to America. She also is grandam of 
Toro and Easter Stockings. Prunus, leading sire in Germany in 1926, 1927, 1928 and 1929, is by Dark Ronald, 
grandsire of Brown Bud, and is out of half-sister to *Pietra. Prunus. sired Weisdorn, Mah Jong and 
Waltzertroun, best 2-year-olds of their years in Germany, and Oleander, called by the British Bloodstock 
Review, “The best horse ever bred in Germany.” 


STIMULUS (Book Full) $1,000, Return 
(Chestnut, 1922, by Ultimus—Hurakan, by Uncle) 

STIMULUS won 9 of his 14 starts at two, the only year he raced, among his wins being Pimlico Fu- 
turity, Hartsdale Stakes, Oceanus Handicap; total earnings $67,590. Mother Goose (8 pounds actual weight 
to her favor) beat him a head for the Futurity. Ultimus was a great stallion. Sire of Luke McLuke, Anita 
Peabody’s sire; High Time, sire of Sarazen and High Strung; Supremus, sire of Alcibiades and 8 other 2- 
year-old winners 1929.

(defeating Misstep), Latonia Derby, Lincoln Handicap (1 1-4 miles in 2:05 3-5, beating Sun Beau), Grainger 
Memorial, Robt. M. Sweitzer Handicaps, also second in Preakness (beaten nose by Victorian), _ Bashford 
Manor, Harold Stakes, Fairmount Derby, third in Kentucky Derby, Arlington Cup, etc. His sire was a 
stakes winner of 26 races and also sire of Greenock, Port Harlem, Silverdale, Porternesia, Islam, etc. *Broca- 
telle, his dam, is also dam of the winner Outburst, and is half-sister to June Rose (dam of Brown Bud, 
which see, Primrose, winner Jerome Handicap, etc.), etc. The next dam was *Pietra, a stakes winner and half- 
sister to Pomegranate (dam of Prunus, the best sire in Germany), Briseis and St. Briavels.

Gold Cup (2 miles), Bowie Handicap, Pimlico Handicap (2 1-4 miles), also second in Aqueduct Handicap, 


Lawrence Realization, third in Belmont, etc. Whisk Broom II sired Victorian, Gnome, Whiskery and the 
excellent sires John P. Grier and Upset. His dam won Lawrence Realization, Alabama Stakes, etc.

URGENT MATTER. 

E are advised that in the House of Repre- 

sentatives at Washington a sub committee 
of the Committee on Appropriations has recom- 
mended a reduction in the appropriation for army 
horse breeding to $120,000 for the fiscal year 
beginning July 1, 1931. We are further advised 
that this sum will permit maintenance of not 
to exceed 700 stallions, but will prevent any ex- 
pansion in the Remount Service. 


This reduction, as you might well know, will 
be a serious blow to the entire light horse breed- 
ing industry of the nation. It will be a great dis- 
appointment to many persons who have waited 
long for assignment of stallions in their sec- 
tions. 

Another alarming feature of the recommen- 
dation is that it foreshadows similar decreases 
for subsequent years to the ultimate crippling 


of an arm that has taken years to build up and 
which is, indeed, a national necessity. 

Will you not get into touch with the Senators 
and Representatives of your State without delay 
and urge them to restore the appropriation to 
the necessary $150,000 per annum? We earnest- 
ly urge that each reader of THE BLOOD-HORSE 
write, wire or phone members of the House and 
the Senate their views on this very important 
matter TODAY. 


WHY WAGER BEFORE RACE DAY? 

N Associated Press dispatch from New York 

January 6 relates that Equipoise “has been 
established (by whom not stated) as the ‘winter 
book’ favorite for the Kentucky Derby at odds 
of 6 to 1.” Twenty Grand is reported to have 
been listed at 8 to 1; Jamestown, 15 to 1; Vander 
Pool, 20 to 1, and Mate, 20 to 1. Perhaps the 
Associated Press and the makers of these 
ridiculously short odds haven’t heard of Andrew 
J. Joyner’s announcement that Jamestown isn’t 
to compete in the Kentucky Derby. The entries 
have not even closed, yet we are given to under- 
stand that “odds” on the event are available. 
Bait for suckers, it should be called, and it makes 
us think of the saying ‘a fool and his money 
are soon parted.” Make your wager on the 
day of the race, if you would have “a run for 
your money.” 


A REMEDY SUGGESTED. 

ROM New Orleans comes information that 

the early stages of the Fair Grounds meeting 
shows attendance to be off about 5 per cent 
and betting turnover off about 25 per cent. The 
loss the first several days was approximately 
$5,000 per day, we hear. It is related that 
Colonel John P. Sullivan attributes the condition 
largely to the operation of many handbooks 
throughout the city. There was a suggestion, 
we hear, that the Louisiana Jockey Club operate 
a “big store” in the city in opposition to the 
many books. A better plan, THE BLOOD-HORSE 


thinks, would be for the Louisiana Jockey Club 
to follow in the way of racing authorities in 
France and open offices for the acceptance of 
wagers to be transmitted to the track and in- 
cluded in the pari-mutuel, or certificate, pools, 
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paying the down-town players odds the same as 
paid the track players. Handbooks, with their 
limited pays, would not long survive against 
such procedure. 


CURTAILMENT 


NSWERS to the questions asked by THE 

BLoop-HorsE of breeders of Thoroughbreds 
concerning the problems of over-production and 
elimination of undesirables are coming in. 


For the benefit of those who may not have 
previously read them, the questions asked are 
here repeated: 

Do you favor curtailment of production by 
breeding only one-half the number of your mares 
during the season of 1931? 

Do you favor curtailment of production by 
closing the breeding season at an earlier date, 
say May 15, 1931? 

Do you favor a meeting of breeders to create 
a fund and appoint men to administer it for the 
elimination of undesirable Thoroughbreds from 
breeding and racing ? 

Cc. W. (TIMMIE) HAY, master of Scotland 
Stud and general manager of Washington Park 
Jockey Club, was among the first to make reply. 
He writes from Frankfort, Ky., as follows: “I 
am just in receipt of your card with reference 
to the curtailment of production of the Thor- 
oughbred. I have given considerable thought to 
this question and have concluded that the best 
plan would be to form an association of breed- 
ers, each member to pay something like $10 per 
year for each broodmare he has—or more if nec- 
essary—the money to be used for elimination 
purposes. Of course there would be some that 
would not join, expecting to be benefited, just 
like the ones that did not join the tobacco pool, 
but it might be arranged to have the Thorough- 
bred Horse Association and as many buyers as 
possible indicate that they would give prefer- 
ence in buying yearlings to members of the 
Thoroughbred Breeders’ Association. In that 
way I believe it would induce practically every- 
body to join the association; that is, in the 
breeding business. 


“I thing it would be a splendid idea to have 
a meeting at an early date to fully discuss any 
plans that would be submitted by the various 
breeders.” 

JO ZACH MILLER III, Kansas City, Mo., head 
of the syndicate of hunting men now owning 
*Prince Philip, writes: “As I now have no mares, 
I hesitate to return your card regarding elimina- 
tion of undesirable Thoroughbreds. To my mind, 
an owner should never breed a mare which, up 
to the close of racing as a 3-year-old, has not 
won at least $10,000. If a mare has never raced, 
she shouldn’t be bred unless her dam had won 
at least $10,000. This would quickly reduce 
numbers of foals and at the same time improve 
the quality, and, so far as breeders are con- 
cerned, solve your problem. The managers of 
race meetings, by conditions and purses for 
races, could do the balance.” 

F. B. KOONTZ, Tulsa, Oklahoma, business 
man, owner of Witchmount, recently leased to 
Messrs. John H. Morris and Charles Nuckols and 
now at Bosque Bonita Farm, near Versailles, 


Ky., and likewise the owner of a number of 
mares, writes: “I have mailed you answer to 
your questionnaire to breeders and have answered 
the same, not from the standpoint of one who 
has particular knowledge of the breeding indus- 
try, but from strictly a viewpoint of business 
conditions and overproduction of the Thorough- 
bred. I am willing to curtail my breeding ac- 
tivities 40 to 50 percent in line with other breed- 
ers. I am also willing to close the breeding sea- 
son as of May 15. I am also willing to assist 
in a properly appointed committee for the elimi- 
mation of undesirable mares. However, this 
is a point I question. Having advertised Witch- 
mount in this country it would have been possi- 
ble for this horse to serve some 75 mares, if I 
had permitted him to do so. However, the type 
of mares which would have been served by this 
horse, in a majority of cases, would be undesira- 
ble from a conformation standpoint and also 
blood lines. Many of these mares, upon which I 
was approached to have Witchmount serve, are 
known in the Western country as quarter mares, 
never having won over three-eighths to one-half 
mile. However, they are duly registered as 
Thoroughbreds. 


“To brand a mare as undesirable will not suf- 
fice, as mares suggested to me for breeding had 
already been branded and eliminated from brood 
farms. Refusing to breed these mares resulted 
in all owners saying they would go to the Re- 
mount Service for their studs, in which case you 
still have the over-production of Thoroughbreds 
from undesirable mares. So, until some control 
can be placed on the remount’s activities or un- 
less the complete destruction of the animal is 
effected, how can undesirable stock be elimi- 
nated? A closer check of those permitted to 
handle remount stallions is necessary and some 
control placed upon mares which they would 
serve. Please believe me, this is a real job. The 
breeding industry today is overproduced, like 
other industries in this country, and as a business 
it must be curtailed the same as many other 
legitimate businesses, and I am in sympathy 
with any constructive program even to the point 
of holding open half my mares for one to two 
seasons. 


“I wish to take this means of congratulating 
you on your activities in connection with this. 
matter. During this depression is the time to 
institute such a program as many have been 
financially embarrassed and are now in a frame 
of mind where they will listen to a constructive 
program.” 


T. W. GARNETT, Broadview Farm, Hopkins- 
ville, Ky., writes: “As to the questionnaire you 
sent out in regard to curtailing overproduction, 
I am not prepared at this time to say what plan 
I favor, as I am just a small breeder, and haven’t 
looked into the matter sufficiently.” 


MAJOR THOMAS C. M’DOWELL, master of 
Ashland Stud, Lexington, and Buck Pond Farm, 
Versailles, Ky., answered “no” to each of the 
three questions and added: “I believe in letting 
everybody attend to his own business. I think 
this situation will take care of itself. It is a 
case of the survival of the fittest.” 

H. R. PENNEY, Columbus, Ohio, business man 
and breeder, makes no formal answer to either 
of the questions, but says: ‘Mares should be 
destroyed after the age of 16.” 

JACK P. CHINN, Leonatus Stock Farm, St. 
Matthews, Ky., says no to first question, okehs 
second and says yes to third. 

W. F. KNEBELKAMP, whose breeding farm is. 
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at Prospect, Ky., and who is the principal owner 
of the Louisville Baseball Club, says: “I think 
we should breed two-thirds of the mares,” and 
answers yes to questions 2 and 3. 


DR. MARIUS E. JOHNSTON, Melrose Farm, 
Lexington, Ky., answers questions 1 and 2, “Yes, 
if one-half mares’ owners agree,” and to ques- 
tion 3 answers: “I approve elimination, but 
would not contribute to such a fund.” 

THEO. POOLOS, business man and breeder, 
Knoxville, Tenn., does not answer 1 and 2, but 
replies to 3: “I favor the production of better 
Thoroughbreds.” 


H. C. RAGAN, owner of Oak Ridge Farm, 
Lexington, Ky., says in response to question 1: 
“I favor breeding 75 per cent. Better chance to 
put this over by making reduction less than you 
suggest.”” He says yes to 2, and yes to 3, add- 
ing: “75 per cent of breeders should agree to 
any of these propositions to become binding.” 

A. L. FERGUSON, Georgetown, Ky., breeder 
and farmer, who was vice-president of the first 
burley tobacco pool and who has had much ex- 
perience in problems akin to the present one, 
did not reply to the first two questions, but he 
answered No. 3: “Yes. Also the Scully law; 
operate both.” 

J. A. GOODWIN, Lexington, Ky., breeder and 
automobile dealer, says: “I am in favor of 
questions 2 and 3, either one or both, preferably 
No. 3, and think that 75 per cent should agree.” 

GUS A. SCHREINER, Kerrsville, Texas, 
breeder, answers to No. 1, “Would prefer one- 


fourth curtailed,” and says “yes” to the other ~ 


two questions. 

JOHN J. TROXLER, owner of Appleton Farm, 
breeder, owner and trainer, Paris, Ky., replies 
to No. 1: “Yes, and banishment from the Turf 
from each breeder one or more mares by com- 
mittee of 20 or more breeders. Opinion to be 
derived by classification as to age, pedigree and 
record.” He says “no” to No. 2 and adds: 
“June 1, or not earlier closing than May 20.” His 
response to No. 3 is: “Yes, immediately, and by 
forfeiture of each registration certificate.” 

HENRY ALTSHELER, farmer and breeder. 
Hopkinsville, Ky., says: “I have not had enough 
experience in the business to make an answer.” 

E. J. TRANTER, president of the Fasig-Tip- 
ton Company, New York, says to No. 1: “Not 
owning any mares, am not qualified to answer;”’ 
to No. 2: “No; the very best mares in the coun- 
try might possibly be passed,” and to No. 3: 
“Yes. This seems to be the only solution.” 

W. B. MILLER, Greenwich, Conn., prominent 
in the automobile tire business of the country 
and master of Greenwich Stud, Lexington, Ky., 
replies to No. 1: “Yes, if this was accomplished 
by a positive method’’; to No. 2: “Yes, if it could 
be policed,” and to No. 3: “Yes, however arti- 
ficial methods have failed in big business, Be- 
lieve it is survival of the fittest.” 

J. C. MILAM, breeder, owner and trainer, 
owner of Merrick Stud, Lexington, Ky., says 
“no” to the first two questions and answers No. 
3 as follows: “I am in favor of every breeder to 
pay $25 or $50 for each mare he breeds and use 
proceeds to buy undesirable females from 1-year- 
old up to 15 years and give each a brand and 
get rid of them the best way we can.” 

RAYMOND BELMONT, son of the late Major 
August Belmont, who owns the Belray Stud at 
Middleburg, Va., says in answer to No. 1: “Yes. 
Have already disposed of 50 per cent of my 
mares.” To No. 2 his reply is: “Yes; close sea- 
son June 1,” and to No. 3: “Yes; undesirable

stallions and mares to be eliminated from the 
Stud Book.” 

COL. DORSEY CULLEN, owner of Windsor 
Farm, Upperville, Va., replies to No. 1: “Yes, if 
all would abide by it;” to No. 2: “Yes; and on 
oath geld 10 per cent of all yearling colts;” and 
to No. 3: “No. Politics would enter. All tracks 
should charge entrance fee for all races, and re- 
fuse stabling to one-horse owners and gyp own- 
ers.” 


MISS ELIZABETH DAINGERFIELD, Hay- 
lands, Lexington, Ky., says, to question No. 1: 
“No; only in case of physical weakness or in- 
jury; deplore breeding of mares not in condi- 
tion;’’ to question No. 2: “Prefer starting breed- 
ing season later—April 1 or 15;” and to No. 3: 
“Absolutely no.” 


A. E. HUNDLEY & SON, Monietta Farm, 
Danville, Ky., says: (1) “No. Few breeders get 
over 75 per cent of mares in foal, and these 
breeders should cut out their undesirable mares 
themselves. These breeders know the mares 
that pay a per cent. Let them do their own 
cutting.” (2) “No. Let breeders and stallion 
owners use their good judgment. No breeder 
will breed mares for late foals.” (3) “Yes. Think 
the old plan was fine, and heartily agree with 
F. A. Forsythe in his plan.” 

HON. LESLIE COMBS, Belair Farm, Lex- 
ington, Ky., distinguished breeder, former United 
States Minister to Peru, says: (1) “I have con- 
tracted for the breeding of all my mares for 
1931.” (2) “As I have to pay for the use of 
stallion, I could not afford to have less than 
“If anyone wishes to and 
can afford to breed and race undesirable Thor- 
oughbreds, let that one do so.” 

JOE H. GAINES, Georgetown, Ky., does not 
answer the first two questions, but in reply to 
the third question he says: “I favor a daily 
Scully race for mares, the winner to be removed 
from racing and breeding.” 

DR. JOHN BAIRD, who has management of 
the Thoroughbreds at Coldstream Stud, Lexing- 
ton, Ky., says no to the first and third and yes 
to the second question. 

AUVAL (JACK) BAKER, trainer and mana- 
ger for Robert Sterling Clark, at Lexington says 
yes to question 3, but does not answer the others. 

JOHN H. MORRIS, master of Bosque Bonita 
Farm, Versailles, Ky., says no to the first ques- 
tion and makes no reply to the other two. 

The following answer no to the first two 
questions and yes to the third question: HOW- 
ARD BLACK, Silver Lake Farm, Frankfort, 
Ky.; PRESTON M. BURCH, breeder, owner and 
trainer, Washington, D. C.; R. A. FAIRBAIRN, 
breeder and owner, Westfield, N. J.; JAMES P. 
EDWARDS, lawyer, breeder and president of 
the Thoroughbred Horse Association, Louisville, 
Ky.; and FRANK A. BONSAL, JR., owner of 
Worthington Farms, Glyndon, Md.

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THE ARAB HORSE 


By AMER. 

HE noble Arabian horse, so much described 

and praised, but so rarely seen and, perhaps 
never really imported into Europe, is much of 
a myth. We have rather accustomed ourselves 
to designate as “Arabians” horses bred not only 
in Arabia and its neighboring countries, but also 
those reared in entire Northern Africa. The name 
“Arabian” has become synonymous with “Orien- 
tal Horse.” It is true that these different races 
vary little in type, conformation and size, since 


all have been put to the same use: that of riding. 
But, by no means do all these horses approach 
the ideal type of beauty so much glorified in 
literature. Very few reliable experts have re- 
ally seen the truly noble Arab horse. 

Authors agree that it still exists in Nedjed or 
Nejed, an arid high plateau within the Arabian 
desert, offering pasture only during the rainy 
season of the year. In this inaccessible plain the 
small but wonderfully graceful and resistant 
horses are carefully reared. Gifford Palgrave, 
an authority on the subject, who spent an en- 
tire year in exploring Central and Eastern Ara- 
bia, says of the breed (Narrative of a Year's 
Journey through Central and Eastern Arabia) 
that, “Anyone who has seen this horse, has be- 
held the very acme of horse-perfection in Ara- 
bia and, perhaps, the entire world.”” No wonder 
this beautiful animal could stir the natives to 
ecstasy. 

If we can trust Arabian tradition, this endur- 
ing race of little horses was bred according to 
sound principles, those of selection by perform- 
ance. When Mohammed and his faithful band 
fled from Mecca, only five mares, out of their 95 
horses, survived the night of Hedshra (622 
A. D.) and reached Medina. These five mares, 
it is believed, became the foundation of the Arab 
horse. a 

The beautiful stories and anecdotes about the 
Arab’s love for his horse, however, do not agree 
with facts. We hear that Abd el Kader gashed 
his horse from navel to back with a single stroke 
of his spur. According to native belief the 
horses of Arab chiefs never tire and we learn 
that each horse is guarded by an attendant, 
whose duty it is to prevent the animal from ly- 
ing down. Such stories illustrate the oriental’s 
supposed love for his horse. Drawings of the 
Arab horse found in old books are just as un- 
reliable and deceiving as the stories of the na- 
tive’s love for him. 

Regarding the exterior of the Arab horse, his 
head is the most characteristic part. It is small 
and clean cut, with a broad forehead, large, fine 
eyes and very lively, well-set ears. The nose is 
often slightly dipped and the jaw is rather point- 
ed. He is of the small, high-legged, short type, 
and appears often higher than long. According 
to Hayes he stands rarely higher than 147 cm 
(about 4 feet 9 inches) and Arab horses measur- 
ing more than 155 cm at the withers, doubtless 
belong to cross breeds. In coat color he is black, 
chestnut and grey or white, seldom brown. 

His endurance has made him unique as a 
cavalry horse. Above all he is easily satisfied, 
very enduring and endowed with a good disposi- 
tion. Bengals Sporting Magazine of 1840 tells 
of the feat of the English Artillery Captain 
Horne, who undertook to ride the Arab “Jump- 
ing Jimmy” 644 kilometers (40014 miles) in five 
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Arabian Stallion, now six years old, in Poland. 
Winner of the Derby for Arabian horses. 


days. He accomplished the ride in three hours 
five minutes less than the time allotted. How- 
ever, in speed the Arab horse cannot compete 
with the Thoroughbred. In India the small Eng- 
lish Thoroughbreds regularly beat the Arabs 
participating in pony races. 

Importation of Arab horses has always been 
an interesting problem to horse lovers and breed- 
ers. In the first place many breeders still be- 
lieve that the original Arabian transmits his 
hereditary qualities better than his descendants, 
foaled and reared in Europe or elsewhere. Also 
the idea of “renewing the blood’ has always 
been a favorite hobby. Above all, Arabia is dis- 
tant and transportation difficult and costly—ob- 
stacles which probably increased the lure. The 
greater part of Arabian horses go to India, some 
of the breeding material goes to Northern Africa 
and very little to Europe, because there the Arab 
horse could not stand the competition of the Eng- 
lish Thoroughbred. Nevertheless, Arabian stal- 
lions have been used in Southern France, Hun- 
gary and Poland for breeding light, small caval- 
ry horses. Particularly in Southern France the 
so-called “‘Anglo-Arab” has been successfully de- 
veloped by crossing the Thoroughbred with the 
Arabian. In this breed we constantly find two 
distinct types, part are typical Arabians, part 
are Thoroughbreds. From time to time an ani- 
mal is bred that combines the sturdy legs and 
the size of the English Thoroughbred with the 
small, delicate head and quiet temperament of 
the Arabian. 

Even the opposers of the Arabian horse, who 
claim that he lacks in extension and that he is 
entirely beaten by the Thoroughbred, admit that 
he is a beautiful, fascinating creature. 


MERANO IMPROVES. 


After telling of a six-lengths cantering-in vic- 
tory of Victor Emanuel’s Merano in the Mill 
Hurdle Race (2 miles) at Windsor, England, 
Horse and Hound (London) remarks: “The win- 
ner is an American-bred son of Light Brigade, 
and is evidently smart.” Merano’was a winner 
on the flat in this country as a 2-year-old, but 
he failed to score over the jumps at home in 
1929, not racing here in 1930. His dam is Bel- 
gian Queen, by *Aeronaut, second dam Agnier, 
by Clifford. He is a 5-year-old brown gelding 
and was bred by Senator J.*N. Camden. 
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MUSINGS WITHOUT METHOD

ECENTLY in THE BLOOD-HOoRSE its staff- 

writer, “Old Rosebud,” wrote of a visit to 
A. B. Hancock’s Claiborne Farm, at Paris, Ky., 
‘and, in especial, of the interesting’ old-time horse 
paintings that he saw in the residence of Mr. 
Hancock. I found this of particular interest be- 
cause I visited Claiborne last October and after 
a very pleasant day spent at the farm—or, rather, 
the farms, for there are two of them—passed 
also a very pleasant evening at Mr. Hancock’s 
town house where his paintings hang. Unhappi- 
ly my train left all too early, and I literally “tore 
myself away” from my hospitable host and the 
delightful home over which Mrs. Hancock pre- 
sides so graciously. Not only was the company, 
which included others, most congenial, but the 
surroundings such as to make the time pass as 
if on wings. 

From where I sat in the living-room, whenever 
my eyes were lifted they rested upon Troye’s 
painting of old Fanny Washington, Revenue’s 
famous daughter, the dam of Eolus, Rappahan- 
nock, Scathelock and others memorable if less 
known to fame. A mellow light flooded it from 
a lamp below, which intensified its glowing color. 
Fanny was a red chestnut of an extremely rich 
shade, which Troye’s color faculty, unrivaled 
among horse painters, had transferred to the can- 
vas with exquisite skill. In the lamp-light it 
seemed to be fairly vibrant, to flush and pulsate 
and give back the radiance thrown across it in 
a sort of molten splendor that allured and held 
the eye. The figure of the famous mare seemed 
to come alive and stand before one with a reality 
almost startling. Or, rather, with something 
more than reality, for it kept its romantic atmos- 
phere and attitude, along with its individuality, 
so different from anything we see today. 

Fanny Washington—-whose own sister, Sue 
Washington (first called Lizzy McDonald), was 
like her a chestnut and again like her a tre- 
mendous race mare at all distances up to four- 
mile heats—was foaled in 1855, that “annus mira- 
bilis” which saw Lexington’s final and most tri- 
umphant achievements upon the course. She 
was bred by Major Doswell, at his historic Bull- 
field Stud, in Hanover County, Va., and was got 
by Revenue, the best son of imported Trustee 
and the sire also of Planet, whose portrait by 
Troye, likewise that of his dam, Nina, the im- 
mortal daughter of Boston, in the Hancock col- 
lection, “Old Rosebud” also referred to. In his 
article that writer spoke of the carrying off from 
Bullfield of the Planet painting by Federal raid- 
ers during the Civil War and its subsequent re- 
covery and restitution in a mutilated state. The 
Fanny Washington painting was carried off at 
the same time and suffered the same fortunes, 
but it was so badly mutilated, though the slash- 
ings of the depredator are still apparent, in a 
strong light, beneath the subsequent restoration. 

The conformation of the daughter of Revenue 
and Sue Washington is typical of what she was— 
one of the doughtiest long-distance race mares 
of her era. She won at two-mile heats, at three- 
mile heats and at four-mile heats, beating crack 
fields. Not bred until seven years of age, she 
nevertheless produced a notable brood and con- 
tinued fertile until the age of 22. Of her off- 
spring Eolus was, of course, by far the best and 
it may be said that he was the corner-stone of 
the success of Capt. R. J. Hancock, the father 
of Arthur B. Hancock, as a breeder. The Ellers- 


lie Stud of Captain Hancock, which A. B. Han- 
cock still owns and operates in conjunction with 
Claiborne, is in Albemarle County, Virginia, and 
breeding began there with just two animals— 
Scathelock, the son of *Eclipse and Fanny Wash- 
ington; and War Song, bred in Kentucky by A. 
Keene Richards and a daughter of War Dance 
and Eliza Davis, by Knight of St. George. From 
this pair Captain Hancock produced four foals 
in the years 1874-77, none of which attained 
celebrity on the Turf, but one of the quartette, 
Lizzie Hazlewood, became a famous matron. 


In 1877 Captain Hancock purchased Eolus, the 
son of *Leamington and Fanny Washington, then 
nine years of age, and coupled War Song with 
him that season. The result (1878) was Eole, a 
tremendous performer, and one whose success 
would have been far greater but for his intrac- 
table disposition. From the same coupling came 
later Eolist, St. Saviour and Eon, all distinguished 
racers. 


I have always looked back upon the eighteen- 
eighties as, to me, the Golden Age of Thorough- 
bred racing in America and the get of Eolus 
played well their parts in making it so. The 
names of Elkwood, Eurus, Eolian, Knight of El- 
lerslie, Russell and Diablo were constantly in the 
headlines, succeeding that of Eole; while at the 
very last, in the early nineties, came the greatest 
of them all, Morello, a veritable “super-horse,” 
foaled in 1890, when Eolus was 22. 


It looked, when Knight of Ellerslie sent Henry 
of Navarre to the Turf, as if the Eolus line was 
the one destined to prolong that from *Leaming- 
ton. The Knight was doubly descended from 
Fanny Washington, for in addition to being by 
Eolys, his dam, Lizzie Hazlewood, was by Scathe- 
lock, also her son. But this was not to be. T 
leave to others the task of elucidating the fail- 
ure of Henry of Navarre as a sire, of explaining 
why he never gave us a race horse within miles 
of himself in class and why his blood proved 
fruitful only through a group of daughters, who 
have, however, made it respected not only in 
America but in Europe and in far-distant Aus- 
tralasia as well. As for myself, I can only specu- 
late about it.

OME years ago the genial and versatile Clem 

McCarthy was sponsoring a symposium of 
opinion upon the three best race horses seen in 
America between 1880 and 1920. I was asked to say 
my say upon that subject and, as I recall it, I 
named Hindoo, Salvator and Henry of Navarre, 
though stating, “on the side,” that there was 
little to choose between Hindoo and his stable 
companion, Luke Blackburn. Clem’s symposium 
created a lot of comment and I remember one 
critic, animadverting upon my own humble se- 
lections (for which I claimed nothing except that 
they represented my strictly personal opinion) 
remarked that I should have named Luke Black- 
burn instead of Hindoo and then I would have 
had a trinity of Thoroughbreds that might have 
been among the greatest of race horses but were 
assuredly among the greatest of failures as sires. 
Which really “had nothing to do with the case,” 
as it was race horses and not sires that were 
being selected. 

I think nothing that a horse does or does not 
do as a sire should or in any way ought to af- 
fect our estimation of his prowess of a Turf 
performer. But it will creep into the equations 
of many horsemen, though one might as well find 
fault with an Edwin Booth or a Salvini for not 
having been able to write plays as well as he 
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acted them, or with a Caruso or Chaliapin be- 
cause he could not compose operas as well as 
sing them. Of course, the axiom “Breed to the 
winner,” is the basis of the Stud Book and when 
a great winner fails to prove a great sire, and’ 
‘a non-winner becomes one, it seems to many that 
the laws of nature have been annulled and the 
offending horse should be cast into outer dark- 
ness, accompanied by elaborate cursings with 
book, bell and candle. 


What occult forces operate to prevent success 
being attained at the stud by such horses as 
those named above it is beyong human power to 
unveil. That they were occult is certain, be- 
cause if “Like produces like” these incomparable 
racers should have given us their likes. Luke 
Blackburn did give us in Proctor Knott a very 
remarkable performer that will never be forgot- 
ten, also Uncle Bob, an American Derby winner, 
and numerous others of class; Salvator gave us 
a Futurity winner in Savable, a very good horse 
in Salvation (also a good sire for his opportuni- 
ties), etc.; but Henry of Navarre seemed incapa- 
ble of begetting anything really worth remem- 
bering as a stakes horse, mediocrity being, ap- 
parently, the hall mark of his offspring when 
“sweated for the brass.” 

For such a condition there must be an expla- 
nation, as there is for everything mundane, could 
we but find it out—which, however, our limited 
faculties preclude. Could the cause for the failure 
of Henry of Navarre as a sire have been ascer- 
tained and corrected (as doubtless, with adequate 
knowledge upon out part, it might have been) we 
would probably have seen an array of great per- 
formers by him and his blood become a factor in 
our breeding operations, while he himself would 
not have been discarded by his owner and*sent 
to end his days getting half-breds from farmers’ 
mares, being no longer deemed fit to cover 
Thoroughbred ones. 

Naturally a horse that one has held so high as 
I held Henry of Navarre would have delighted 
me had he become as great a progenitor as he 
was a performer. It was also a great disappoint- 
ment to me that the *Leamington line failed to 
survive through him or any other of its repre- 
sentatives in his generation, the second from the 
family-founder himself. Morello might have 
saved it had he lived, but his early death pre- 
vented that. 

s * * 

N “musing without method” over the cases of 

great racers that failed as sires, it has often 
seemed to me that with a changed environment 
different results might have accrued. More than 
one horse after being pronounced a failure in a 
great stud and weeded out of it has registered 
an historic success. The most memorable one in 
America is, of course, the classic case of Bramble, 
selected to succeed his sire, *Bonnie Scotland, in 
the Belle Meade Stud, where he was bred. Bram- 
ble went to Belle Meade in 1882 and stood there 
continuously for ten years. He had then sent 
nothing to the races that seemed to justify his 
further retention, so was leased to stand in Ken- 
tucky in a very unpretentious fashion. Then the 
“irony of fate” intervened. Clifford, by far the 
best race horse he ever got, up to that time, 
made his debut as a 2-year-old in 1892, develop- 
ing into the rival of Henry of Navarre and Dom- 
ino, of Yo Tambien, Morello and Lamplighter. 
While that same season he sired Ben Brush, the 
horse destined to maintain the line. 

Both Clifford and Ben Brush were bred, ma- 
ternally, in lines radically different from the pre- 
vailing ones at Belle Meade. While Clifford was 


a product of that establishment, his dam, Duchess, 
an excellent race mare, was bred by the elder 
Belmont and was by Kingfisher, son of Lexing- 
ton, and out of Lady Blessington by *Eclipse, 
representing lines of blood alien to Belle Meade. 
Ben Brush’s dam, Roseville (Pochahontas), was 
by Reform, son of *Leamington; grandam Albia, 
by Alarm, son of *Eclipse; third dam Elastic, by 
Kentucky, son of Lexington. Note the similarity 
of the maternal blood lines—Lexington and 
*Eclipse in both cases, but in one with the *Leam- 
ington cross added. 


Clifford went to the stud in upper New York 
state and got some good performers, despite re- 
stricted opportunities. What might he not have 
done in Kentucky? We can only guess, but it 
seems not unreasonable to believe that he might 
have emulated Ben Brush and today we would 
have not one one but two living lines from Bram- 
ble. Or, had Belle Meade retained Bramble and 
instead discarded Luke Blackburn and that horse 
gone to Kentucky, what might have happened? 
Would today the line from Bramble be only a 
memory and that from Blackburn a going con- 
cern? Similarly, while the opportunities of 
Henry of Navarre in the Nursery Stud might at 
the first blush seem to have been such as were 
beyond improvement, obviously the mares sys- 
tematically bred to him there were of a type, 
taken together, from which he could not produce 
much of anything worthwhile. Removed else- 
where, might a different tale have been told?

neni ng has been made above of three daugh- 
ters to Henry of Navarre that remain memor- 
able. These were Sallie of Navarre, Grave and Gay 
and Orienta. The first produced, Sallie of Navarre, 
was foaled in 1898 and was bred by Mrs. B. Mc- 
Clelland, acting as a proxy for her husband, the 
celebrated trainer whose property Henry had 
been throughout all but the few last races of his 
career and always his trainer. She produced 
Salvidere. Grave and Gay was foaled in 1899 
and bred by August Belmont II in the Nursery 
Stud. She went to England as a yearling and 
raced there with some success, passing on to 
Germany and producing there Graf Ferry, Gan- 
elon and others of fame. Orienta was foaled in 
1898 and bred by August Belmont II. She pro- 
duced Sands of the Orient, that went to Aus- 
tralia and there became an outstanding sire. To 
these a fourth might be added, Saratoga Belle, 
an own sister of Sallie of Navarre, foaled in 
1900, also bred by Mrs. McClelland, and the dam 
of Fayette. 


It will be noted that these four mares, of which 
two were own sisters, were all begotten within 
a period of three years (1897-99), which were the 
first ones spent by Henry of Navarre in the stud, 
his Turf career having ended in 1896. Why was 
it that subsequently he could beget nothing of 
any account whatever, either as a performer or a 
producer? Did he degenerate physically in some 
subtle way, outwardly imperceptible? For in his 
outward aspect he remained the same exquisite 
“specimen of blood” as before—and Henry of 
Navarre was not only the greatest race horse of 
his day, but the most beautiful as an individual. 

Remains to be said that the critics always 
faulted Henry of Navarre during his Turf career 
for his somewhat “marish” look. He lacked, they 
complained, the conspicuous masculinity of 
physique that a great “dominant male” should 
have possessed. His outline could not have been 
more symmetrical, his balance more perfect. But. 
his neck carried little crest and there was noth- 
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ing of the “war horse” about him. In this re- 
spect he resembled Salvator, whose similarity in 
type was marked. Salvator was another Thor- 
oughbred of rare beauty and symmetry, but also 
without striking masculinity. Many breeding 
sharps turn down their thumbs in advance on 
horses of that kind, possibly with reason. Yet 
the fact remains that a host of great racers 
whose individuality was masculine to a fault have 
scored the most abysmal failures as sires. So— 
there you are! 
* * 


UT I have wandered far from the inspiration 

of these paragraphs—to wit: Troye’s paint- 
ing of old Fanny Washington, aglow under the 
light from the lamp in Arthur Hancock’s hos- 
pitable home. And I have also exceeded the 
length to which my musings should, in the pres- 
ent instance, be limited. So I will have to omit, 
for the time being at least, any reference to oth- 
ers of that gentleman’s horse portraits, which in- 
clude two of the most interesting and valuable in 
America, also by Troye; one, of American Eclipse, 
that is a marvelous piece of depiction, the other 
a small water-color which gave me such a thrill 
as nothing else of that kind has in many a day— 
for it is of Boston. A gentleman much to be 
envied is Mr. Hancock, who, when he goes out 
to Claiborne has around him there Gallant Fox, 
*Sir Gallahad III, Campfire, Chatterton, Toro, 
Diavolo, *Durbar II, and other stallions of re- 
nown; Marguerite and many others of the most 
famous matrons of America, and their produce; 
while, when he sits at home in town, there look 
down upon him from its walls the heroes and 
heroines of elder days done by the brushes of 
masters. 


ELIMINATION 


WO of America’s most widely known Thor- 

oughbred breeders have recently spoken their 
minds concerning overproduction of running 
horses and the consequent necessity for elimina- 
tion. Miss Elizabeth Daingerfield summarized 
the problem and gave her views in the first of 
a series of articles which she is contributing to 
The Morning Telegraph (New York). Col. E. R. 
Bradley, now at Palm Beach, Florida, read Miss 
Daingerfield’s comments and set down his opinion 
in a letter to THE BLOOD-HORSE. 


The substance of Miss Daingerfield’s article 
was that the burden of action should rest 
“squarely on the shoulders” of The Jockey Club. 
Reviewing the several suggested plans for elimi- 
nation, she finds Scully races objectionable be- 
cause the public would not care to see such com- 
petition and because it appears to be no very 
sensible plan to eliminate the winners and keep 
the losers. Advancing the claiming prices would 
bring an improvement, but racing secretaries are 
too anxious to keep the good will of owners for 
the plan to be worked effectively. And if major 
tracks did boost claiming race standards, more 
half-mile tracks would be built to accommodate 
the cheaper grades and racing “would come into 
still greater disrepute.’’ The Thoroughbred Horse 
Association’s plan of buying up and eliminating 
breeding stock attacks the problem in the right 
place, i. e., at the source, but mistakes might 
discredit it. Further, the entry of an association 
buyer into the competitive bidding at a sales 
ring would have a disastrous effect on the price 


of any horse, a fact that could create an un- 
pleasant situation. Human frailty is sufficient 
objection to the plan of having each breeder 
breed only half his mares. But whatever elimi- 
nation is effected must be done among the pro- 
ducers, not at the race tracks. 


After suggesting that the Jockey Club assume 
the task of keeping production within reasonable 
limits, Miss Daingerfield proceeds: 


There must be some arbitrary rule made, a rule that 
may of a necessity fall short of infallibility, yet, which 
will serve as an honest and accurate bar to the un- 
restricted production of poor horses. It has been sug- 
gested that the most just and practical rule of this 
sort would be the refusal on the part of the Jockey 
Club to register any further foals from a mare whose 
first three foals to see competition are non-winners. .. . 

Perhaps a more reliable rule could be made attack- 
ing the registration program from the paternal side— 
a rule governing the class of stallions whose get may 
be enrolled on the books of the Jockey Club. ... 

Many of our great horses—for example, Ultimus— 
have never raced; but I can think of no successful 
stallion that was a poor race horse. By this, I do 
not mean a horse prevented from winning by some 
physical disability and then sensibly retired; I mean 
a horse that campaigned in cheap company without 
outstanding success. To judge by some scale of stakes 
or moneys won would be unfair, as in the case of such 
a super-sire as High Time, which raced only at two, 
and whose lone stake triumph came in the compara- 
tively unimportant Hudson Stakes. 

Why not bar from stud duty a horse that has a 
peared in as many as three claiming races after reach- 
ing the age of three? Such a rule.would not exclude 
those horses slow to develop, as any trainer should 
have ascertained the class of his charges before they 
have had much racing at three, and at the same time 
it would prevent the placing of good horses below 
their class... . 

But such a rule, however valuable, would have no 
immediate effect on the overproduction problem, which 
must have some speedy solution. In addition there 
would have to be another rule, designed to bar from 
further service stallions whose get have been tried 
and found wanting. Writing of such a rule would re- 
quire much research and investigation, and might well 
end in the adopting of a regulation forbidding further 
registration of foals by any stallion whose starting 
get have not proved to be 50 per cent winners... . 

The general depression, ably aided by the terrible 
drought that has doubled the price of hay and made 
water more expensive yet, has created an economic 
situation that will do much to reduce production. Few 
people can afford to feed and water doubtful Thorough- 
bred propositions through the coming winter, and the 
cutting down process is going on everywhere. 

Let us hope that this natural reduction will find aid 
from The Jockey Club in the shape of some just and 
intelligent ruling against the wholesale registration of 
cheap horses, thus opening a way for a better market 
for a higher grade of horses. 


Colonel Bradley hands the puzzle back to the 
racing associations and tells them how to solve 
it. His letter follows: 


Palm Beach, Florida, 
January 5, 1931. 
Mr. Thomas B. Cromwell, 
Editor The Blood-Horse, 
Lexington, Kentucky. 
Dear Tom: 

I read Miss Daingerfield’s article, ‘‘Platers,’”’ which 
was Published in The Morning Telegraph of Janua 
4, 1931. She has reviewed many of the suggestions of- 
fered for the elimination of the least desirable Thor- 
oughbreds. Then she gives her views why these plans 
would not be practical. 

The idea for the elimination of the least desirables is 
becoming quite a misapprehension of danger to many. 
All Thoroughbreds are ‘well bred.’’ There is no one 
capable of serving as the critic of the man who breeds 
horses and pays the bills. As the number of the 
product increases, so likewise should the number of 
desirable individuals increase which will compete for 
the large prizes offered by the various racing associa- 
tions. Another reason for the breeding and raising of 
more Thoroughbred horses is that there are so many 
channels for their usefulness. 

The United States Government realized the necessity 
of preserving the pure bred horse; therefore its reason 
for establishing The Remount Service as a branch 
of the United States Army. I have been informed that 
this military governed organization could make use of 
2,500 Thoroughbred stallions. Unfortunately the ap- 
propriation received from Congress is not large enough 
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to enable the purchasing of this number of horses. As 
it is there are Thoroughbred stallions owned by 
The Remount Service standing in the United States 


ay. 

Most of our commercial breeders give little thought 
to the improvement of bloodlines. If they can secure 
a gift mare and a gift season they are willing to accept 
both or either without regard to the conformation of 
the individual or hereditary defects that the animals 
might have. The product raised from this stock is 
fattened like a beef steer, sent to the market, and sold 
for whatever will be paid for it at the sales ring. 

Racing associations are incorporated for the purpose 
of improving the breed of horse. How many keep this 
principle in mind? Their sole object soon becomes that 
of bringing about a contest between the largest num- 
ber of horses quartered at the track. A handicap horse 
is perfectly useless on the western circuit. The racing 
secretary seems to forget he is stabled on the grounds. 
It is so much easier for him to draw up a five-hundred- 
dollar top-and-bottom claiming event that will fill the 
card. This gives the speculators a chance for investing 
straight, place and show—which meets with the ap- 
proval of the officers of the association. What is needed 
most is an understanding between all of the racing 
associations instructing their secretaries to put on no 
claiming or selling race where the minimum claiming 
price shall be less than $2,000. Each year as_ the 
number of Thoroughbreds increases this minimum 
claiming price could be raised $500 or $1,000. Like 
water seeking its level the least desirables would lose 
their earning power and find a place for their useful- 
ness in the United States cavalry, in a riding academy, 
or pulling a plow. 

any horse lovers deplore the fact that we do not 
have aged handicap horses. On the Turf it is survival 
of the fittest, and the horse undergoes a strenuous 
campaign from the start of his 2-year-old year. The 
old adage is: “A good 2-year-old; a better three; and 
a good four.” Note that the horse is not expected to 
improve as a 4-year-old. On reaching the age of five 
his performances on the Turf should have established 
his reputation, and on’ the basis of it should be 
determined where he belongs. If not in the stud, he 
may be developed as a steeplechase horse, as a mount 
for cross-country riding, as a cavalry mount, or for 
whatever work he is suitable. 

In America competition is the life of trade, and 
through it American trade has prospered. Why restrain 
the individual who is competing against his fellow 
Thoroughbred breeder? And who is paying the bills? 
If the racing associations would bid only for the best 
through their purse distribution and claiming race 
conditions, racing would truly be a survival of the 
fittest, and that would be all necessary to eliminate 
the least desirables. No one track can bring this 
about. It must be done through the co-operation of all.

Mr. Reed has added considerably to his ward- 
robe of boisterous raiment since he departed 
from these parts for Kansas City some months 
agone and we have our doubts that John One 
Day would even be close up with Mr. Reed in 
the latter’s present good form. John Reed is a 
hard man to interview. He is so. He has a way 
of looking ‘“poker-faced” that is disconcerting, 
to say the least. You are given the impression 
that he is about to stick out his tongue and 
pounce upon you with a loud “boo” at any time. 

Mr. Reed thinks Lady Broadcast a good buy 
at $25,000. Immediately after Mr. Woolf parted 
jwith that sum for the daughter of Messenger he 
is said to have been implored by a very promi- 


nent sportsman to dispose of her for twice that 
amount. But Mr. Woolf likes a good horse as 
well as the next, and that is something better 
than $25,000 worth. He wants the best racers 
money can buy, nothing but the best will do, and 
from what I understand he plans adding exten- 
sively to his Thoroughbred holdings as oppor- 
tunities to buy at the right prices present them- 
selves. 

That isn’t a signal for anyone to start touting 
him on a “dud.” Be advised not to attempt 
such a thing. Perhaps you will recall that in 
Mr. Woolf's buzzing brain there recently was 
born a coveting of the racers of the late Gifford 
Cochran. Danny Stewart, of Scotch ancestry, 
was dispatched upon that particular errand, but 
decided that he couldn’t use them all, and, the 
estate not being willing to his proposal that five 
or six be priced separately, there was no deal. 

It might naturally be presumed that Mr. Reed 
already is conceding the lion’s share of the Agua 
Caliente Handicap to Lady Broadcast, but it so 
happens that such is far from being the case. 
He imagines that if all goes well with the mare 
she will test the mettle of any which contest the 
issue with her. They’ll know they’ve been to the 
races, that is. But Mr. Reed is not given to 
building his hopes very high—good philosophy, 
we call it. Also, Mr. Reed thinks Kay Spence’s 
charge (Easter Stockings) is a mighty sweet 
mare herself, then of course there is Sun Beau. 

Lady Broadcast is an habitual record-breaker, 
but only under certain conditions. Also she is a 
wilful mare and her ideas of what constitutes 
good deportment at the post are singular. Some- 
times this has the effect of so taxing her 
strength before they are off that she performs 
far below her true form. Now you understand 
that a racer of that disposition is ever an uncer- 
tainty, and one is fully justified in hesitating to 
make any predictions as to her chances two 
minutes before post time, to say nothing of a 
matter of weeks. 

CCORDING to that very fine photo of Dia- 

volo appearing on the front of the last issue 
of THE BLOOD-HORSE, the horse is taking on 
avoirdupois rapidly since his retirement to Clai- 
borne. Last time I saw him, which was a couple 
of months ago, he looked drawn and stringy. The 
writer likes particularly well Diavolo’s head and 
neck, admitting that he has many other good 
points. But that head, the profile of which is so 
clearly exhibited in the photo in question, en- 
courages ravings. It is very like that of his 
noble sire as depicted in a fine crayon profile 
study hanging on the wall just behind the desk 
of Major Beard in his office at the Whitney 
farm. This bit of art just about “takes the cake” 
over any other display of a horse’s head we have 
yet seen.

Said that Cloirado is the spitting image of the 


Dwyer champion, color, conformation, markings, 
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et al. This writer also states that Cloirado is a 
chestnut. Believe he is thinking of the wrong 
horse. How about it, you old-timers, wasn’t 
Kingston a brown and devoid of any markings? 
[Editor’s Note—Kingston was brown and had a 
small star.]

OU simply cannot keep that Australian blood 

down. Along comes Kitty and wins the 2- 
year-old dash at Agua Caliente, and Kitty is a 
daughter of Gladiator. What an oil-burner he 
was! We suspect that his Toboggan Handicap 
at Belmont in 1921 in which he picked up 125 
pounds as if it were a mere feather and flew 
down the straightaway in 1:08 4-5 was about the 
nearest approach to Artful’s six furlongs in the 
White Plains Handicap with 130 pounds up in 
1:08 flat. Gladiator is a handsome bay son of 
Superman-—*Lotawanna, by Trenton, an Aus- 
tralian horse. Fleet Domino’s blood on top and 
the stout blood of the racers of “Never Never 
Land” below. 

It may be interesting to somebody to know 
that Osmand derives some of the blood of Super- 
man through his dam, Ormonda, and he won the 
Toboggan two consecutive seasons, 1928 and 
1929. Since Old Rosebud extolled the honesty 
and gameness of the Widener performer some 
issues back he has been informed by an Eastern 
trainer that the unsexed son of *Sweeper II de- 
veloped “feathers on his legs” toward the close 
of his racing career. We would not doubt the 
word of this critic, he having a better knowledge 
of the gelding during the latter days of his 
strenuous career than we can claim, but we did 
see Osmand hang on in very bulldoggish fashion 
when he was OSMAND.

HE going is very rough in Cuba this season, 

if reports drifting back home are true. There 
is absolutely no chance of a poor horse-owner 
making any money. This for the reason that 
those who took good platers to the Island are 
running them a thousand or so below their real 
class and nobody has money enough to halter a 
few of them and so put an end to it.

E’VE heard about superstitious pugilists who 

think they are doomed to defeat if they 
fail to wear a certain dirty cap or ragged bath- 
robe into the ring and of horsemen who took it 
as an omen of the worst of bad luck to allow 
themselves or any of their charges to be photo- 
graphed, etc., but it remained for Charlie Weaver 
to top ’em all. 


The writer accompanied a Louisville newspa- 
per man to the stable of Mr. Weaver a day or so 
before he departed with his charges, All Hail 
and Jimmy Moran, for New Orleans, our friend’s 
mission being to get pictures of the horses. It 
was only after a half-hour, more or less, of per- 
suasive talk that Mr. Weaver consented to hav- 
ing his horses photographed, the cameraman 
finally selling him on the idea by telling him 
that he had “shot” Victorian just before he en- 
trained for his Agua Crliente Handicap victory 
last year. Believe us, gaining Mr. Weaver's con- 
sent to focus the “eye” on his horses is quite a 
feat. 

Mr. Weaver’s charges could have won almost 
immediately after their arrival at the Crescent 
City oval. All either needed was a blow-out. 
But the believer in signs never got to the post 
with his charges. Somebody tossed a lighted 
match or cigarette down under Mr. Weaver’s 
shed where it would do the most harm. The 


fire which followed burned practically every- 
thing within reach but All Hail and Jimmy 
Moran, they escaping with whole hides. Now, 
Mr. Weaver's superstition told him that could 
mean nothing but that neither of his horses were 
destined to add to the heftiness of his purse, so 
he sought out his friend Mose Goldblatt and sold 
them for a mere song, allowing Mose to sing it 
himself, so to speak. That, we imagine, was 
right down Mose’s alley. Mose has all the stock 
he wants and is anxious to sell All Hail and 
Jimmy Moran, “at a small profit,’ but there is 
none of the superstitious in his make-up, you can 
lay to that. It is an ill wind, etc. 
* * 


OP and hop-horses is a subject, a delicate 
one, that has enlisted, temporarily at least, 
the interest of the Hot Stove Racing Associa- 
tion. It seems that the evil is worked for the 
most part by the fellows from other callings who 


- overnight become trainers. Most of these 


“horsemen” imagine that it is imperative that 
a racer be helped in order to win a heat. They 
are ignorant of the proper usage of the usual 
stimulants and in the handling of an animal sub- 
jected to the concoctions. Thus each year many 
horses which otherwise might have been good 
racing tools are utterly ruined, to say nothing of 
the thousands of dollars in bets they burn for 
the public by their lack of form. 


One trainer is of the notion that a good way 
to eliminate horses, good and bad alike, is to 
issue licenses in the promiscuous manner that 
has been employed for the past decade or so. 


No matter by whom the stuff is adminstered, 
or how skilfully, it is a bad practice. Hopping 
horses is a great evil. However, it may as well 
be noted right here that the use of hop isn’t so 
general in certain sections as in others, and in 
none of them as general as the public seems to 
think. Perhaps in Maryland and New York 
fewer animals are paraded under the influence 
of hop than anywhere else in this country. The 
reason for this is that so many of the older, 
more experienced trainers confine their cam- 
paigning to tracks in those states and they aren’t 
much given to hopping horses, they are too well 
aware of its ill effects. In fact, they would, the 
majority of them to be sure, have a hop horse 
in the barn just long enough to be rid of him. 
Furthermore, be it known that there are some 
horses which, instead of being helped, go off 
their form by many pounds. 


It is a shame such usage for stimulants was 
ever discovered, and it is doubtful if it ever will 
be entirely wiped out. This for the reason that 
when an owner-trainer who is dependent upon 
winning races for a living, finds himself in pos- 
session of a horse that can run fast enough to 
win races and won't, his first thought quite 
naturally is to do something encouraging for 
the horse, and stimulants were originally intro- 
duced to horsemen for that express purpose. 


Now, you who hold that hop isn’t detrimental 
to the horse in the stud, just go back into the 
history of Thoroughbred horse breeding in this 
country to that period before the discovery of 
the stuff and you will find that very seldom 
did a horse prove impotent, not nearly so often 
as is the case in these days. Some may think 
of other causes for this astonishing increase in 
the percentage of impotent stallions, and the 
writer most certainly would not say that any 
particular horse of this category was a hop 
horse, but it is worth considering, anyhow.

CHANGES IN METROPOLITAN SCHEDULE. 


&W YORK tracks will have 169 days of rac- 

ing in 1931, four days less than in 1930. The 
spring season will be six days longer and the 
autumn season, beginning with the summer 
meeting at Saratoga, 10 days shorter. Distribu- 
tion of dates among five tracks was announced 
after a meeting of The Jockey Club in New 
York City Thursday, January 8. The season 
opens April 19 at Jamaica, one day earlier than 
in 1930, and closes at Empire City October 31, 
a week earlier than last year’s close. 


New York’s best racing comes usually before 
the close of the Belmont Park meeting in Sep- 
tember. After that there is a noticeable decline 
as many of the best horses leave for the fall 
meetings in Maryland. 

“The new arrangement of dates is the best in 
the history of metropolitan racing,” was the state- 
ment of Joseph E. Widener, vice-chairman of 
The Jockey Club, to the press. “It not only does 
away with much of the conflict with Maryland 
racing but will provide a higher type of sport 
during the fall days.” 

Under the new arrangement Saratoga’s open- 
ing will be delayed until August 6 and Belmont 
Park’s fall meeting will not get under way until 
Labor Day, September 7. The changes in the 
schedule will be readily seen in the following 
tabulation:

Fall dates were granted to the United Hunts 
Racing Association, November 3 and 7, the 
former being Election Day. The spring dates 
requested by the United Hunts management 
conflicted with the Jamaica schedule and were 
not granted. 


George H. Bull, president of the Saratoga As- 
sociation for the Improvement of the Breed of 
Horses, was elected a steward of The Jockey 
Club to fill the place left vacant by the death of 
Harry Payne Whitney. F. K. Sturgis, J. E. Davis 
and John E. Cowdin were reelected as stewards. 
Other stewards are William Woodward, chair- 
man; J. E. Widener, vice-chairman; and A. H. 
Morris. Some difficulty arose over the matter 
of a quorum, since Mr. Woodward is in Arizona 
for the winter, Mr. Sturgis was ill, and Mr. 
Davis was unavoidably absent. As four stew- 
ards are necessary to a quorum, it at first ap- 
peared that the meeting could not be held, but 
Mr. Widener telephoned Mr. Sturgis, who gave 
his consent to the election of Mr. Bull. This 
furnished the fourth member of the quorum. 

Richard Whitney, president of the New York 
Stock Exchange, was elected to membership in 
The Jockey Club. 

At a meeting of the Saratoga Association, held 
the same day, F. H. Von Stade was elected vice- 
president of the association, succeeding the late 
H. P. Whitney. The place on the board of di- 
rectors left vacant by Mr. Whitney’s death, was 
filled by the election of his son, C. V. Whitney. 


George D. Widener was also made a director, 
succeeding Perry Belmont. Other officers and 
directors were reelected. The Westchester Rac- 
ing Association (Belmont Park) and the Nation- 
al Steeplechase and Hunt Association also had 
meetings. 


RECEIPTS AT NEW YORK TRACKS. 


The annual report of the New York State 
Racing Commission, filed with Secretary of 
State Edward J. Flynn, shows that five major and 
two amateur racing associations in New York 
had total receipts of $2,788,889 in 1930. A total 
of $2,508,040 was expended in stakes and purses 
alone during the year. The report of receipts 
was as follows:

KENTUCKY’S DILEMMA. 


NEW YORK publication, The Daily Running 

Horse, makes a direct summing up of 
the Kentucky racing situation in the following 
article, published as an editorial under date of 
January 8: 

“Down in Kentucky the hardboots are up in 
the air regarding the increase in the mutuel 
take from 6% to 8 per cent at Churchill Downs 
and Latonia, the principal tracks in the blue 
grass state. 

“The increase was authorized at a recent meet- 
ing of the Kentucky State Racing Commission 
and in its action the body continued true to form 
in that it did what was asked by the American 
Turf Association, owner of Latonia and the 
Downs. The Kentucky commission has been 
strumming its guitar for Matt Winn, Maurice 
Galvin, et al., for considerable years. . . . 

(Here is reproduced the statement given out 
by Polk Laffoon, chairman of the Kentucky 
State Racing Commission, published in THE 
BLoop-HorsE No. 1, week ending January 3, 
page 20.) 

“It is hard to comprehend the logic worked 
out by Winn and Galvin preparatory to asking 
for an increase in the take at their two tracks. 
where the 1930 season was the worst in recent 
history and little if any profit was made. When 
no member track of the American Turf Asso- 
ciation makes a sizeable profit, it apparently is 
a calamity. 

“Churchill Downs and Latonia, in order to 
bring their profits back to normal, were faced 
‘with the necessity of reducing expenses or in- 
creasing the revenue. To reduce expenses, the 
most important move would have been to lower 
stakes and purses. Lower money distribution to 
horsemen would have resulted, in the estimation 
of Winn and Galvin, in driving away many of the 
state’s better horses. Therefore, it was decided 
to keep the stakes and purses up to present 
levels and to let the public pay by taking a 
deeper cut out of the mutuels. 

“There is more than one way of looking at this 
situation. With no competition from Chicago 
tracks, the Kentucky courses probably would not 
hesitate at lowering the stakes and purses. How- 
‘ever, many of the more important stables will 
move to Chicago anyway because of the smaller 
cut in the mutuel pools. In that way the Ken- 
tucky increase may defeat its own purpose. 

“It goes without saying that the public would 
support higher class racing more readily than 
inferior sport and that is the reason an effort 
is being made to hold the better horses in Ken- 
tucky. As conditions are in Kentucky right now, 
it might have been the best for everyone con- 
cerned, including the American Turf Associa- 
tion, to continue the old scheme of things. The 
A. T. A. could well afford to take a loss for a 
year or two to insure a better situation in the 
future.” 


THE $30,000 CLUB. 


John B, McKee, trainer of Chaffee Earl’s two- 
horse stable—Naishapur and Jim Dandy—has 
been visiting at his old home, Mt. Sterling, Ky., 
for several days, but is departing Wednesday of 
this week for Agua Caliente. He had been to 
California and it was his intention to ship 
Naishapur and Jim Dandy from Saratoga to 
Agua Caliente, but when he reached Saratoga 
some ten days ago he found that the boy he left 


with the horses was in the hospital and did not 
receive his letter and wire, so the horses had not 
been given exercise beside the pony, as had been 
planned, but had continued to run out. They are 
at the Whitney Farm in charge of William Mor- 
rissey, so Mr. McKee decided to leave them there. 
He says both horses are in fine winter shape and 
doing well. He said he is in the market for a 
good, useful horse at a fair price, “and,” he add- 
ed, “I hope the $30,000 club has disbanded. You 
know,” he continued, “I came here one season 
looking for a horse and every one of six I in- 
quired about was priced at exactly $30,000, so I 
told the owners I suspected they had formed a 
$30,000 club. At any rate I kept track of the 
six and all save one were soon running in claim- 
ing races. The other didn’t get into condition 
for even a claiming race.” 


TAX CAUSES SLUMP IN AUSTRALIA. 


Apropos of the foregoing, we find in The Sport- 
ing Life (London) the following: “As a result 
of the operation of the recently imposed 10 per 
cent tax on winning wagers, the betting at Rand- 
wick races on Saturday (December 20) declined 
by from 50 to 75 per cent, although the usual 
number of big speculators were present, states 
a Reuter’s message from Sydney. 


“The situation has become so acute that the 
bookmakers have formed an association to sug- 
gest to the Government a more equitable means 
of raising revenue.”

As a matter of 
fact, he had never been named, though Mr. Spen- 
cer bought him believing his name was Happy 
Chandler. While in Lexington he learned that he 
had lost a yearling colt by *Honeywood—Nulli 
Secundus, by Celt. The yearling was found dead 
on the farm, apparently a victim of colic. 


ANOTHER DOWNWARD TREND. 


After having been quoted on the Louisville 
marked at $8 asked, $7 bid, American Turf Asso- 
ciation common stock last week dropped one-half 
point to $7.50 asked and $6.50 bid. At his first 
hearing in bankruptcy proceedings at Louisville 
last week, James B. Brown, former president of 
the defunct Bank of Kentucky, stated that he 
held between 43,000 and 44,000 shares of Ameri- 
can Turf Association common stock. He stated 
that he considers this stock well worth $20 to 
$25 a share.

WINTER RACING 


JEFFERSON PARK’S SPRING MEETING. 


F much interest to horsemen was the an- 

nouncement last week that the Jefferson 
Park “spring”? meeting would be held this year 
as usual, beginning February 18 and running 22 
days to March 14. Said General Manager Robert 
S. Eddy, Jr.: “While the fall meeting was not 
a successful one and it looks certain that the 


' spring meeting will be an apparent loss, all feel 


that we owe an obligation to horsemen to stage 
the meeting. I am thoroughly apprecia- 
tive that we could follow in the lines of thought 
and say for the best policy we shall not conduct 
a spring meeting. But one’s obligations are 
larger than that, and we hope that all concerned 
appreciate the thought we have in offering the 
spring meeting.” 

Florida’s change from oral to certifiacte bet- 
ting marked an important phase of the progress 
of the sport in that state. The St. John’s meet- 
ing closes January 14, and the next day the Hia- 
leah Park gates will be opened to the public for 
a 45-day meeting, with certificate wagering. 

Two stakes were run last week end, Spanish 
Play capturing the Rex Handicap at the Fair 
Grounds and Caruso winning the California 
Handicap at Agua Caliente. Night Tears, 
Chilean mare, which won the New Year’s Handi- 
cap at Havana, won another race, so that she 
still has a clean slate for her American racing. 


CHINN TO SELL AT NEW ORLEANS. 


In the paddock at the Fair Grounds, New Or- 
leans, at noon, Tuesday, January 20, John Bain, 
auctioneer, will cry the sale of 16 horses in train- 
ing. Eleven of the number—Anger, Distress Sig- 
nal, Fruit Juice, Maximum, Missing Caddie, So- 
cial Climber, Solon G. Wilson, Surf Bather, 
Therezina, Ulto and Vain Glory—are the proper- 
ty of Joseph E. Harting, receiver for Himyar 
Stud and Phil T. Chinn. Four—Agnes Sorel, 
Fleeting Gold, Flying Nancy and Forbis—are the 
property of J. Harry Patterson, and the other, 
Watauga, is owned by W. Z. Martin. This is the 
first of the sales to be conducted under the re- 
ceivership. Incidentally, Receiver Harting called 
into the Chinn offices at Lexington last week the 
principal creditors and made a statement to 
them, which was accompanied by an audit of 
the books, an inventory and appraisal of the 
property. When the meeting was over it was the 
consensus of opinion that Colonel Chinn will come 
from under the receivership with obligations 
paid and some $150,000 for himself. The spirit 
of the creditors was fine, and several seasons to 
good sires were presented by them to Colonel 
Chinn, who has done so much to make and aid 
the market for yearling Thoroughbreds. Colonel 
Chinn left Lexington Monday of this week for 
New Orleans. 


FOUR OUT OF FIVE. 


The Rex Handicap ($3,000 added, 3-year-olds, 
six furlongs, Fair Grounds, January 10) marked 
the fifth start and the fourth win in the career 
of Knebelkamp and Morris’ colt, Panish Play, 
which carried 116 pounds and Jockey C. Landolt 
to an easy three-lengths victory over a field of 
eight others. Mrs. D. L. Keiffer’s Ima Dreamer 
(111) was second and the Superior Stable’s re- 
cently purchased Hyman (114) third. Joseph 
Leiter’s Prince d’Amour (118), leading 2-year- 
old of last winter’s racing here, set the pace and 
weakened to finish in fourth place. Others in 
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the field were Michigan Girl (107), Princess 
Peroxide (109), Anne Arundel (99), Donny John- 
my (111) and Chene (114). Time, :22 4-5, :47 
1-5, 1:12 3-5, track fast. Stakes division, $2,330,

EARL POOL RIDES AGAIN. 


Friday, September 20, 1929, Earl Pool rode 
Home James to win the second race at Lexing- 
ton. In the next race he had the mount on 
Marone Manor. Friends advised him not to ride 
“He’s likely to kill you,” they warned. 
Earl took the chance. At the post Marone Manor 
was a maniac. The jockey soon found himself on 
the ground and in order to save himself from 
flailing hoofs, crawled under the fence in such 
a hurry that he struck a knee and broke it. 
Marone Manor was excused from starting. 
Jockey Pool did not ride again until last Wed- 
nesday, January 7. On that day he had the 
mount on F. P. Letellier’s 2-year-old Newburgher 
in the first race at Fair Grounds. He showed 
his old skill and won by a head. 


CERTIFICATE BETTING IN FLORIDA. 


Attorney General Fred H. Davis, having de- 
clared the certificate system of betting (modi- 
fied pari-mutuel pooling) to be legal under the 
Florida laws, it is announced that this system 
will be employed at the Miami Racing Associa- 
tion’s meeting opening at Hialeah Park January 
15. Betting orally and under the certificate sys- 
tem was in vogue at St. John’s Park, Bayard, 
Fla., until January 10, when Sheriff E. E. Boyce, 
acting upon the attorney general’s decision, or- 
dered suspension of oral betting. 


ENTIRE STABLE SOLD. 


Harry B. Harrigan, of Chicago, decided to dis- 
pose of his entire racing stable and sold his 
seven horses at the Fair Grounds to the Superior 
Stable (William E. Schmidt). The horses are 
Hyman, Leucite, Gambol, Surpass, Entice, Zaila 
and Eight Twenty. The next day, January 8, 
Surpass and Zaila won successive races. 


LEE THOMAS MINK DEAD. 


Former Jockey Lee Thomas Mink died Jan- 
uary 6 at New Orleans, of pneumonia. A num- 
ber of burns were on his arms and face when 
he reported at the hospital for treatment, and it 
was at first reported that he had exposed him- 
self in assisting the work of fighting a fire in 
a stable at the Fair Grounds track January 3. 
The report was not confirmed. Pneumonia ran 
its course rapidly and he died on the night of 
January 6. The body was shipped to Latonia, 
where his widow and son live at 308 West 34th 
Street. Mr. Mink was 32 years old and a native 
of Boise, Idaho. 


84 IN GRAND NATIONAL. 


The Grand National Steeplechase, to be run 
Friday, March 27, at Aintree, has 84 nomina- 
tions Gregalach and Shaun Goilin, winners in 
1929 and 1930, are on the list. So are Melleray’s 
Belle and Sir Lindsay, which finished second and 
third in 1930, and Easter Hero, generally rated 
as one of the best two or three in England; 
these three are the property of the young Ameri- 
can sportsman, John Hay Whitney. Among the 
others named are Bright’s Boy, Ballyhanwood, 
Great Span and Grakle. The Grand National was 
worth $65,000 in 1929, $47,000 in 1930.

HE first Thoroughbred foal of the year to be 

reported in Kentucky was *Epsom May’s bay

But Rush McCoy, 
manager of S. H. Velie’s Velie Stud at Blue 
Springs, Mo., has since reported a foal which is 
probably the first to arrive in the United States 
this year.

The foal arrived at Velie Stud on Janu- 
ary 1. The mare is the property of Senator M.

Texas, in charge of Trainer Dick Vestal, who 
will race him this year and probably next year.

GENERAL LEE’S FIRST WINNER. 


Archeress, 2-year-old bay daughter of Gen- 
eral Lee and Arrowshaft, by *Ogden, made her 
first start at St. John’s Park January 2 and fin- 
ished third. In her second start, January 7, she 
won over a field of maidens in a two-furlongs 
sprint. She is the first winner to the credit of 
her sire, General Lee, a 7-year-old son of *War 
Cloud and Nancy Lee, by Broomstick. General 
Lee, property of A. B. Hancock, stands at the 
Claiborne Stud in Bourbon county, Kentucky. In 
the same race in which Archeress made her first 
start was another filly by General Lee, called 
Siwanoy. She finished unplaced, but won her 
second start, scoring January 9 at St. John’s 
Park. Archeress sold as a yearling for $350, 
Siwanoy for $600. 


HARRY RITES HAS CLAPTRAP. 


On page 108 in this issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE 
is an advertisement of Claptrap, which Mr. Keif- 
fer is standing at Inverness Farm in Maryland 
under management of Harry Rites, who man- 
aged Griffwood Farms when Canter and Single 
Foot were there.

The attention of 
breeders is called to the fact that in Maryland 
the State Racing Commission has authorized a 
bonus of $250 to Maryland-bred winners of purse 
races and $500 to Maryland-bred winners of 
stakes races at the tracks in that State. 


WANT A GOOD LITTLE FARM? 


Attention is directed to the advertisement of 
L. A. Railey, of Versailles, Ky., on page 107 of 
this issue of THE BLOOD-HorRSE, offering for sale 
his Sunny Side Farm. This place, it will be 
noted, is in Woodford County, where the tax 
rate, by virtue of the removal of the home of- 
fices of the Southern Pacific Railway Company 
from Anchorage in Jefferson County, to Spring 
Station, is to be the lowest for any county in the 
State. The Southern Pacific hasn’t a mile of its 
system in Kentucky, but it is a Kentucky com- 
pany, and as such pays its franchise tax and 
maintains a small home office in Kentucky.

The 
first meeting is to open May 30.

Trainer C. W. Carroll.was sent to Agua Cali- 
ente by Willis Sharpe Kilmer to determine 
whether Mr. Kilmer’s Sun Beau ought to be 
shipped there to compete in the second running 
of the Agua Caliente Handicap.

CORRECTIONS AND ADDITIONS

BLACK TONEY won 7 races, including the Valuation Stakes, at two years old; at three won the Inde- 
pendence Handicap, 1 3-16 miles, a handicap at 1 1-8 miles in 1:50 1-5, another race at 1 1-16 miles; was 
a winner at four and at five was retired to the stud. BLACK TONEY was ninth in the list of leading sires 
in 1923; sixth in 1924; fifteenth in 1925; twelfth in 1926; twelfth in 1927; twenty-third in 1928, and 
eighteenth in 1929.

BLACK SERVANT, a high-class race horse, with dazzling speea, and the ability to carry on over a route, 
as a 2-year-old won at 4 furlongs in 0:48; at 514 furlongs in 1:06 4-5; was second in the Cincinnati rk gd 
and third in the United States Hotel Stakes, the 6 furlongs being run in 1:11 4-5. BLACK SERVANT at 
three won the Blue Grass Stakes, Proctor Knott Handicap, Thoroughbred Record Handicap, and a purse 
race; was beaten a head by his stablemate, Behave Yourself, for the Kentucky Derby; second to Grey Lag 
in Devonshire International; second to Sporting Blood in Latonia Championship, second to H. E. Coleman 
in Twin City Handicap. He was not raced at 4, but was a winner at 5. BLACK SERVANT was seventh 
in the list of winning sires in 1929.

BLUE LARKSPUR, one of America’s most brilliant race horses, stands third in the list of great money- 
winning horses, with a total of $272,070 to his credit, Zev and Gallant Fox only being ahead of him in 
earnings. BLUE LARKSPUR won 10 races in 16 starts, was thrice second and once third. At two years 
old he won the National Stallion Stakes, Saratoga Special and Juvenile Stakes, was second to Jack High in 
the Hopeful; only out of the money in the Futurity, in which race he was injured. At three he won the 
first time out, defeating Clyde Van Dusen at 1 1-16 miles. He finished fourth in the Kentucky Derby won 
by Clyde Van Dusen; won the Withers, Belmont and American Classic Stakes and was second to Grey 
Coat in the Dwyer Stakes. At four he started three times, his first out being second to Fair Ball in a 
purse race, and then winning the Stars and ot ony Handicap and Arlington Cup. He bowed a tendon while 
at exercise at Arlington Park and this caused his retirement from racing. BLUE LARKSPUR’S dam, 
Blossom Time, won the Pimlico Futurity, Brilliance and Consolation Stakes, is also the dam of the stakes 
winner Bradley’s Peggy, and is half-sister to Broadway Jones, Miss Jemima, Befuddle, Beelzebub, and 
Banker Brown, winner for eight seasons. He comes from a stout and winning line of dams. 


IMP. NORTH STAR III - - $1,000, NO RETURN 
Chestnut, 1914, by Sunstar—Angelic, by St. Angelo. No. 4 family. 


*NORTH STAR III. won the Barton Mills Nursery and Middle Park Plate at Newmarket and $16,875 as a 
2-year-old in England. His first foals came in 1922, and he early entered the list of leading sires. 
In 1924 he was sixteenth; in 1925, fourteenth; in 1926, second to Man o’ War; in 1927, fifteenth; in 1928, 
fifty-first; in 1929, twenty-third. 

*NORTH STAR III's get have won to September 1, 1930, the vast sum of $1,122,692. Among the more

At two he won the Nursery Handicap and Champagne Stakes and 
5 other races: he was beaten a nose by Canter in the Pimlico Futuritv and finished second to Flight of 
Time in the Breeders’ Futurity. At three he won a purse race; the Blue Grass Stakes (1 1-8 miles in 
1:49 3-5, new track record), and the Kentucky Derby, the mile and a quarter in 2:03 4-5. 

BUBBLING OVER is a horse of magnificent conformation and splendid individuality. He has every 
requisite of a successful sire. His bloodlines combine the most fashionable in this country. and- abroad, 
and his prowess on the race course is undisputed. BUBBLING OVER’S first get are foals of 1928 and from 
them he has the win ers Chouette (Colorado Stakes), Bubbling Out, Bubola, Over Shady, Boiling, Laugh- 
ing Boy and Boys Howdy.
